GERMANY ACTS TO KEEP HER 
MERCHANT MARINE INTACT 


Kaiser's Subjects Having Interest in 
Vessels Forbidden to Sell to 
Foreigners. : 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Germany. has 
taken steps to prevent her merchant 
marine from being sold to foreigners. 
The State Department announced today 
it had received cable advices from Ber- 
lin that under a law passed Oct. 21 the 
German Government forbids any Ger- 
man citizens who own or have a share 
‘in any merchant ship to sell or in any 
way dispose of the interest to anyone 
who is not a subject of Germany. The 
law applies to German subjects in for- 
éign countries. 

A number of German vessels have 
teen bought by Americans sincé the 
war began and there are many German 
merchant ships laid up in American 
ports. Germany's action indicates to 
officials here that she ‘is endeavoring 
to keep intact her merchant marine for 
use after the war. Officiale here point 
out that Germany would have no phys- 
ica] control over German merchant ships 
in neutral waters, but action. might be 
taken against their German owners if 
Germany, or against the ships them- 
selves if they returned to German ports. 


COTTON THROWN INTO RHINE IN 
SWITZERLAND GETS TO GERMANY 


Bales Piaced in Tin Boxes at Lau- 
sanhne Gathered Up at Baden by 
Watchingg Ferrymen. 
LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Oct. 27.—Ac, 
cording to news received here from Mut- 
terz, a heavy consignment of cotton that 
arrived there recently is being sent 
across the frontier into Germany. not- 
withstanding the rigorous measures 

against contraband. 

The consignee is said to have received 
from Germany about the same time a 
thousand large tin boxes.

G., who recently destroyed a German 
captive balloon and an aeroplane on 
one trip, describes his double exploit in 
a letter received by friends at Fontenoy- 
Le-Comte, where he was a high school 
teacher.

While there was no criticism of the 
conduct of the near Eastern campaign, 
there was a general demand, when the 
House of Lords met, for information, 
end the suggestion of a smaller Cabinet 
to have charge of the war received sup- 
port. 

Saleniki Operations Renewed. 

Lord Lansdowne, in his reply, gave a 
general review of the Saloniki opera- 
‘| tions, while Harl Curzon of Keileston, 
Lord Privy Seal, made the statement 
that Premier Asquith had under consid- 
eration the matter of a smaller execu- 
tive body. 

Lansdowne explained that the 
British force landed at Saloniki, which 
numbers about 13,000 men, was sent at 
the request of Servia, and at the in- 
stance. of Venizelos (then Premier of 
Greece) for the purpose of enabling 
Greece to fulfill her treaty obligations 
to Servia. A much stronger force had 
been placed under orders at the same 
time the Saloniki troops were. dis- 
patched, but its ultimate destination 
would depend on the situation and the 
report of Gen. Monro, the new British 
Commander in Chief, who has already 
reached the Gallipoli Peninsula. 

Baril Loreburn had asked whether the 
dispatch of troops to Saloniki had been 
determined upon with the approval of 
the naval and military advisers and 
whether the Government could give any 
‘assurance that full provision had been 
made for the communicationg, of this 
‘force and for its supply of Then and 
material to the satisfaction of the naval 
and military experts. Bar“ Loreburn 
said he understood the Government's de- 
sire was that the mdtter should not be 
debated: at the present time, but that 
there was reason for asking the ques- 
tion.

On 
the Russian front their advance, over- 
whelming at first, had received a seri- 
ous check. The Italians were pressing 
their offensive, and in the minor thea- 
ters of the war—Mesopotamia for exam- 
ple—success was resting with our arms. 

Teutens Sought New Ostiet. 

“That being the situation, the Central 
Powers veey naturally looked t to 
discover some new direction in which 
to seek for a decision satisfactory > 
themselves. Their choice fell, as it was 
not likely to fall, on a great attempt to 
make good in Southeastern Europe and 
through Bulgaria to threaten our forces 
ir. Gallipoli and Constantinople and per- 
haps Egypt; to say nothing of the vast- 
er aspirations, which perhaps lay be- 
hind. 

“That project dream was doubly at- 
tractive from the moment when, most 
unfortunately, Bulgaria threw her in- 
fluence on their side. 

“There was one obstacle, and ‘only 
one, to that projeg. The key of the 
situation lay in the eastern corner of 
Servia.

The cash books are missing also for 
the year 1912, except the, last two 
months, and the city now has no data 
ty which it may check the collections 
for the months February to October, in- 
clusive, 1912. The cash books for 1914 
are in the possession of the Comptroller, 
and the absence of the stubs for that 
period will not interfere with the 
check. 

Claude B. Burton, who was Collector 
of Water Rates until August, 014, was 
asked to turn over the stubs yesterday 
representing collections under his 
regime, before he departed on a leave 
of absence without pay which he agreed 
to accept yesterday pending investiga- 
tion of his office. 

Kept in Bushell Basket, 

Burton went to a storeroom on the 
fourth floor of the city hall, in which 
miscellaneous records have been kept, 
and brought to the Comptroller's of- 
fice a bushel basket partly filled with 
stub-books. Associate Comptroller Felix 
E. Cunn, examined the stub books and 
informed Burton that many were miss- 
ing. Burton said he could not account 
for it, and that he thought all of the 
stubs were preserved. 

The cash books of the office had been 
stored in the basement of the city hall, 
and it was found that all had disap- 
peared representing collections from 1906 
to November, 1912. The rooms in which 
thése records were stored, were acces- 
sible to many persons, although kept 
locked. Burton said he could not ac- 
count for the disappearance of the cash 
books from the basement. He said 
workmen who were removing old rece 
ords that had been sold for waste pa- 
per, might have included the missing 
cash books by mistake. 

Burton yesterday agreed to ask a tem- 
porary suspension while his office is 
being investigated, after City Counselor 
Daues telegraphed Water Commissioner 
Wall to return by the next train from 
Santa Fe, N. M., because Burton re- 
fused to ask a suspension of Assistant 
Water Commissioner Francis Cutts. 
Commissioner Wall has sole power to 
appoint and dismiss Burton from his 
present post, supervisor of water rate 
assessments. 

Aamits Larger Withdrawals. 

Burton admitted to Counselor Daues 
Tuesday night that he had made larger 
withdrawals from the cash drawer in 
charge of his cashier, F. J. C. Sattell, 
than he had acknowledged last Satur- 
day. 

Burton denied that he had borrowed 
$250 from the till to lend his chief deputy. 
Owen, at 6 per cent interest. Bur- 
ton made a deposit of 2 at the Me- 
ehanics-American Bank March 30, 1914, 
officials learned, the same day that he 
gave a check to Owen for $250. It is re- 
ported that Sattell testified before the 
grand jury Monday that Burton did bor- 
row $250 from the cash drawer at the 
time of the Owen loan, and that he re- 
deemed it at the rate of $25 per month, 
making the final payment in February, 
1915, six months after the collection di- 
vision had been removed from Burton's 
control by the new charter.

The National Conventions Association made a! 
good start on convention work at Tuesday night's 
meeting. With $35,000 pledged for the $100,000 
fund there should be no trouble in raising the 
balance. 

It is important, however, that the association's 

representatives be unhampered by lack of as- 
surance of an ample fund to cover all necessary 
pledges when the national party committees 
meet. We do not want to experience another 
collapse of the campaign because the St. Louis 
representatives are not sure that additional 
money could be obtained. 
Taking $100,000 as the basis contribution 
pledges should include an assurance from each 
contributor—organization, corporation or individ- 
ual—of an equal percentage of whatever addi- 
tional funds may be needed. In short, all the 
money necessary to secure one or two conventions 
should be underwritten by the subscribers. 

In addition to an ample fund to meet all con- 
tingencies the association should plan attractions 
for the delegates. Reasonable hotel rates should 
be assured with everything that would contribute 
to the comfort and convenience of the National 
committeemen and the delegates.

Nineteen hundred and eighty-four applicants” 
for the night schools have been turned away ow- 
ing to inadequate facilities.

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A NEW WRINKLE IN CRIMINAL LAW. 

Porter Charlton was only partly responsible, 
the Italian court finds, when he killed Mrs. Charl- 
ton.
